The reports of the sanitary department show for 
the week 6,699 house inspections and 33 deposits containing mosquito 
larvae, of which 18 were collections of Stegmnyia. 

During the month of October 51,381 premises were examined; 278 
breeding places for mosquitos were found, 176 of these being deposits 
of Stegomyia. 

Report from Matanzas — Sanitary work. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, November 10: 

Week ended November 7. The sanitary condition of this port and 

the surrounding country continues good, no quarantinable diseases 

nor anj^ of contagious nature have been reported. 

An important sanitary work is being carried out at the city district 

known as Bellamar, to the southeast side of the bay, and close to the 
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water front. It consists in filling two swamps and every ground de- 
pression. The swamps were considered the worst mosquito-breeding 
places in the city throughout the year, malarial fevers being often 
reported from this section of town. The work is being accomplished 
by clearing the mangi-oves, which are chopped in short pieces, and 
placing over them successive layers of rock, soil, and the sweepings 
from the city, forming a firm ground.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, November 4:
